QUOTES ABRAHAM. UNCOLN 


An Addrtts In the Rain by the Chief 


Magistrate of the Nation the Feature 
ef Independence Day Exercises at 
Oyster Bay—Outlint of His Re- 
mark*. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 5.—A thou- 


sand neighbors and tdends listened to 
am Independence day address delirered 
here by President Roosevelt, who 
spoke in the open air, nearly all of 
his remarks beinf made during a 
heavy downpour of rain. No one de- 
serted 'the' celebration and the presi- 
dent wa% cheered on by the waving of 
wet flags ;an<f cries of approval. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who took for his text 
the words of Abraham Lincoln just 
after his election, said: 


"This year in congress our chief task 


has been to carry the government for- 
ward along the course which I think 
it must follow consistently for a num- 
ber of years to come—that is in the 
direction of seeking on behalf of the 
people as a whole, through the nation- 
al government which represents the 
people as a whole, to exercise a meas- 
ure of supervision, control, and re- 
/Btraint over the individuals, and espe- 
cially over the torporations of great 
wealth, in so far as th* business use 
of that.wealth brings it within the 
reach of the federal government We 
have accomplished, a fair amount and 
the reason that we have done so has 
been in the first place'because we 
•have not tried to do too much and 
in the next place because we have 
approached the task absolutely free 
from any spirit of rancor or hatred. 


"When it becomes necessary'to curb 


a great corporation, curb it. I will do 
my best to help you do it. But I will 
do it in no spirit of anger or hatred to 
the men who own or control that cor- 
poration;* and if any seek in their 
turn to do wrong to the men of means, 
to do a wrong to the men who own 
those corporations, I will turn around 
and fight for-them in defense of their 
rights just as hard as I fight against 
them when I think they are doing 
wrong. Distrust as a demagogue the 
man who'talks only of the wrong done 
by the men of wealth. Distrust as'a 
'demagogue the man who measures in- 
iquity by the purse. Measure iniquity 
by the heart, whether a- man's purse 
be full or empty, partly full or partly 
empty. If the man is a'decent man, 
whether well off or not well off, stand 
by him; if he is not a decent man 
stand against him, whether he b« rich 
or poor.. Stand against him in no 
spirit of vengeance, but only with the 
resolute purpose to make him act as 
decent citizens must act if this repub- 
lic is to be."

• Coehran's Speech. 


New York, July 5.—Bourke Cochran, 


at Tammany hall,, in discussing the ap- 
proaching state campaign, said that 
the courts must be placed above the 
shadow of suspicion. 
He said that 


the candidates for the judiciary must 
not be selected by the attorneys and 
representatives of the great corpora- 
tions and money interests. He de- 
clared that the great fortunes of this 
country were built up by fraud and 
were monuments to robbery; that the 
right to rob the people through the 
protective 
tariff was capitalized in 


this country for billions of dollars. Mr. 
Cochran said that recent sickening ex- 
posures had disclosed the facts that 
all great corporations were fountains 
of fraud; that the great robbers in 
these corporations had not been pun- 
ished, but had tightened their grips on 
the funds under their control. 


Saloonists Strike Off Milk. 


Chicago, July 5.—As a result of the 


action of Business Agent Stephen 
Sumner of the Milk Wagon Drivers' 
union in Issuing an edict against drink- 
ing in saloons by members of his 
union, the saloon men have resolved 
that hereafter they will not keep milk 
on tap. There are 6,000 saloons in 
Chicago, using in the aggregate 65,000 
gallons of milk. It is said that they 
consume about two-thirds of the milk 
that comes into Chicago—sweet milk 
and buttermilk.
